school. 
Upon checking the school’s 
roster, it was learned that the 
suspected caller was absent 
from school. 
The police were called by 
Principal Cyril Turner, and the 
suspected phone caller 
was 
found on West 3rd Street. He 
was taken to the police station, 
where, in the presence of his 
father, he admitted to making 
the two calls to the high school. 
The first time the caller 


reportedly stated "There’s a 
bomb in the school set to go at 
25 minutes after 2 p.m.” A few 
minutes later another call was 
received in which he stated 
”Get all the kids out of the 
building, there is a bomb going 
to go’O ff.” 


In talking with the school 
secretary today, it was learned 
that the school had not been 
evacuated. 


The juvenile was released to 
the custody of his father and will 
appear in Juvenile Court.

Testimony Favors Anderson 
Township Sewage Facility 


A first step has been taken to 
assure future sewage facilities 
in the Milroy and Anderson 
Township area as a result of a 
hearing before the Indiana 
Stream Pollution Control Board 
in Rushville 
Wednesday af­ 
ternoon. 
A total of 14 people testified at 
the hearing, which brought to 
light that sanitary facilities in 
the town of Milroy and Anderson 
Township are inadequate, with 
possible pollution to Little 
Flatrock River, which flows 
through the west edge of the 
Anderson Township town. 
All testimony given favored 
future planning which would 
include installation of sanitation 
facilities. 
Robert K. Holt, a member of 
the stream pollution control 
board, presided at the meeting. 
Dr. C. W. Worth, head of 
Milroy U tilities Corporation 
advised the problem of sewage 
disposal could become a health 
hazard. 
Jim Evans, county sanitarian, 
said that 25 or 26 tiles now 
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em pty into Little Flatrock 
River, posing a stream pollution 
threat. He said his department 
is 100 per cent behind the 
sewage improvement project 
for Anderson Township. 
Bill Ward, Anderson Town­ 
ship trustee, confirmed that the 
problem is a 
township-wide 
affair, and not confined to the 
town of Milroy.

Charged With Theft By Deception 


MADISON, Ind (UPI) — Bond was set at $15,000 
Wednesday for Robert L. Johnson, 47, who was arrested 
on charges stemming from an attempt to sell shares in an 
apparent bogus corporation. Johnson was charged with 
theft by deception. In 1972, Johnson was arrested in 
Bartholomew County on charges stemming from a 
fradulent sale of shares in a cancer research center which 
never was built.

GARY, Ind. (UPI) — Gary school Superintendent 
Gordon McAndrew has released names of more than 100 
Gary public school employes accused of illegally enrolling 
their own children in the federal Neighborhood Youth 
Program, a summer job program for the children of low- 
income families. McAndrew recommended that those 
persons with illegally enrolled children should make 
restitution. The total amount of money paid to non-eligible 
persons totaled $43,922, he said. 


Fighting Goes On In Boston 


BOSTON (UPI) — Scattered fighting flared in 
racially troubled South Boston Wednesday following 10 
days of relative calm. A half-dozen scuffles erupted 
between black and white high school students and a black 
.nan was pulled from a truck and beaten by four whites. 
One girl at South Boston High School was arrested for 
possession of a. knife despite the second day of police using 
metal detectors to keep weapons out of the schools. Of­ 
ficials said the scuffles involved “pushing, shoving and 
some punching,’* They said a tea chef’s aide was hit in the 
face during one scuffle but did not require hospital 
treatment.

Mrs. Kwolek had worked for five years 
as the superintendent of the only adult female penal in­ 
stitution in the state, located in Indianapolis.

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Dean Testifies O f Destroying 
Evidence In Ellsberg Break-In

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John 
W. Dean III, who pleaded guilty 
to the Watergate cover-up, has * 
admitted under oath that he 
also helped to hush up the 
Ellsberg break-in by withhold­ 
ing and destroying potential 
evidence. 
At 
the 
same 
time, 
the 
unflustered former White House 
counsel acknowledged learning 
of the Ellsberg raid in the 
spring of 
1972 —10 months 
before his boss, former Presi­ 
dent Richard Nixon, says he 
first heard of it. It was almost 
a full year before federal law 
enforcement officials got wind 
of the incident. 
Dean’s confession was ex­ 
tracted on cross-examination 
Tuesday during his fifth day on 
the stand at the Watergate 
cover-up 
trial 
as 
defense 
lawyers set out to challenge 
Dean’s 
credibility 
as 
the 
government’s star witness. 
Cross-examination 
was 
to 
resume today with lawyers for 
defendant H.R. Haldeman in­ 
quiring about the $4,500 Dean 
took from a White House safe 
two years ago to finance his 
honeymoon. 
In his wind-up testimony for 
the prosecution before being 
turned over to the defense, 
Dean said that: 
—Defendant H.R. Haldeman 
decided in December of 1972 
that it was not a “very viable 
'‘option” for the White House to 
tell the truth about Watergate 
f once he was cautioned the 
‘result 
might 
be 
his 
own 
indictment. 
—In late 
March of 
1973, 
defendant John D. Ehrlichman 
was urging Dean to write a 
Watergate 
report 
that 
“ex­ 
onerated everybody and caused 
no problems.” 
—Defendant John N. Mitchell, 
also in late March last year, 
admitted 
to 
him 
that 
the 
Watergate burglary did have 
high-level approval though the 
execution 
of 
the 
raid 
was 
supposed to have been “two to 
( 


three times removed” from the 
Nixop c*mpaigp, , 
. 
, 


—Nixon told him, on April 16, 
1973 —confirmed by a tape 
played in court —that Halde­ 
man and Ehrlichman were “in 
on the obstruction” of justice in 
the Watergate cover-up. 
The defense lost no time in 
trying to depict Dean as a 
shady operator whose testimo­ 
ny should not be trusted, but he 
was unflustered when asked 
about his never-before-revealed 
Ellsberg connection. 
“That was the easiest solu­ 
tion for me at the moment," he 
testified cooly when asked why 
he had destroyed evidence that 
could have linked the 
1971 
burglary at the Los Angeles 
office 
of 
Daniel 
Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist to White House 
operatives. 
“I just put it in the shredder 
and hoped, the problem would 
go a way... I was just getting rid 
of something I didn't know how 
to handle. I didn’t think much 
about it at the tim e.” 


Questioned by Haldeman law­ 
yer 
John 
J. 
Wilson, 
Dean 
testified 
that 
the 
evidence 
destroyed included two note­ 
books and a pop-up address 
book found in the White House 


safe of bugging conspirator E . 
Howard Hunt Jr. shortly after 
the June 17, 1972 Watergate 
arrests. 
Hunt was a mastermind of 
both the Ellsberg and Water­ 
gate raids as part of the White 
House “plumbers” unit. 
Dean said he found the Hunt 
notebooks in his own safe six 
months later just before the 
original Watergate trial and 
promptly destroyed them rath­ 
er than turning them over to 
the prosecutors, who knew they 
were missing. 
“ I was told the information in 
them 
related to

Hunt used for the break-in at 
Ellsberg s 
psychiatrist’s 
of­ 
fice,” he said, without saying 
who had told him that or if he 
had been directed to dispose of 
the evidence.

deeds.

I refer to in-house ripoffs. 
We all know the crime rate 
has jumped 15 per cent this 
year, but these statistics refer 
mainly to robberies, burglaries 
and acts of violence. 
We don’t hear so much about 
employes filching from their 
bosses. It is known, however, 
that in-house ripoffs, particular­ 
ly in stores and factories, is 
growing by leaps and 'bounds. 
Or hooks and crooks. 
At least this is known to 


Mark Lipman, operator of a 
large private security agency 
and 
author 
of 
the 
book 
“Stealing.” 
During a talk I had vyth 
Lipman 
about 
Ford’s 
anti­ 
inflation program he told me 
“56' per cent of the whole work 
force is stealing.” 
In-house 
ripoffs, 
including 
embezzlement, 
pilfering 
and 
outright theft, add up to about 
$10' million a day, or more than 
$3 billion a year. Furthermore, 
that 
figure 
is 
expected 
to 
double in the next decade. 
The worst part about this, 
from a consumer standpoint, is 
that in-house ripoffs are pass­ 
through expenses, 
In 
other 
wor^s, 
what 
a 


company loses to light-fingered 
employes it passes along to the 
consumer in the form of higher 
prices. 
This might not put purloining 
workers quite in the class with 
Arab oil producers. Rut at $3 
billion a year, their impact on 
the economy obviously is more 
than considerable. 
The thing that mainly dis­ 
tresses me about this situation 
was Lipman*s assertion that 
“the thieves themselves get 
short-changed." 
“Employes engaged in inter­ 
nal stealing usually get only 20 
per cent or less of the actual 
value of the items they take,” 
he said . 
I said, “you sound like Earl 


Blitz defending the farm ers.” 
Yes, fellow consumers, here 
again we find the ubiquitous 
middleman —in this case, the 
fence —getting an unfair share 
of the rakeoff. 
If you and I could buy stolen 
property for what the thief gets 
for it, the inflationary impact of 
in-house 
ripoffs 
would 
be 
minimal. It might even be 
deflationary. 
But by the time1 the stuff 
passes through the hands of the 
various middlemen involved in 
unloading hot merchandise, the 
price is out of sight. 
So make this No. 13 on your 
list of ways to combat inflation 
—help keep the lid on larceny 
by cutting out the go-betweens.

Script for the November 
election campaign was written 
long ago and candidates are 
faithfully following their parts. 
P rior to the nom inating 
convention, many informed 
Democrats expressed fear over 
nominating Secretary of State 
Larry A. Conrad for re-election. 
They were sure his problems of 
ghost employees, paid by the 
state and performing political 
services, as well as mis-uses of 
gasoline and telephone credit 
cards would end up before the 
Grand Jury just prior to the 
election. 
After much jockeying, the 
report of the State Board of 
Accounts has been presented by 
a reluctant Marion County 
Prosecutor to the Grand Jury. 
Although he is a Republican 
seeking 
re-election, 
the 
prosecutor delayed. He wanted 
labor support of his candidacy. 
The United Auto Worker’s of­ 
ficials had fought bitterly for 
C o n r a d ’s 
r e n o m i n a t i o n , 
threatening 
to 
w ithdraw 
financial support from the 
Democrat party unless Conrad 
won. 
It is doubtful the Grand Jury 
will hand down any indictments 
prior to the election. Even the 
sting from, publicity has been 
r e m o v e d . 
M e t r o p o l i t a n 
newspapers are the only ones 
making front page news of the 
alleged wrong-doings, and it has 
not been an issue out in the 
state. Unfortunately, all too 
many voters have taken the 
attitude: “Everyone does it, but 
only a few are ever caught.” 
R e p u b l i c a n 
c a n d i d a t e 
William Allen, in. the strongest, 
attack to date, suggested that 
Conrad resign “in the interest of 
good government.” 
Conrad indicated he had no 
intention of stepping down, and 
proposed Allen tell voters of the 
problems when he was City 
Court Judge in Jeffersonville. 
Allen frequently has said the 
differences were that he per­ 
sonally discovered the wrong­ 
doings; and called in the State 
Board of Accounts. He 'pointed, 
out none of the allegations were 
for his personal benefit, and the 
problems were not. an issue in 
his re-election. 
Allen said: “Larry Conrad 
has misused his office; he has 
misspent taxpayer dollars; he 
has lied, about certain facts 
concerning these abuses in 
trying to bury the truth and 
cover up his actions." 
The ballots are printed, and 
there would be no way to 
remove a candidate’s name at 


this late date. Speculation on 
what would happen in event of a 
resignation or death prior to the 
election did cause me to look at 
the state constitution. 
When a vacancy occurs in any 
State office, the “Governor shall 
fill such vacancy, by ap ­ 
pointment, which shall expire, 
when a successor shall have 
been, elected and qualified." It 
will not happen, but that is the 
law that would be used/ 
Conrad’s future is tied closely 
with the fate of Birch Bayh. If 
Bayh beats Lugar, he will take 
in the other state officers, 
c u r r e n t l y 
D e m o c r a t i c . 
Republicans know this, which is 
one reason all State candidates 
are campaigning by attacking 
Bayh’s record. Prior to an­ 
nouncing for re-election, Conrad 
traveled to W ashington to 
confer with Bayh. 
Conrad was Bayh’s campaign 
manager in past years, and 
worked on the Bayh staff. Bayh 
pledged to remain neutral in 'the 
nomination, and did. His own 
political future could have been 
at stake in the decision. So far, it 
has not affected the campaign 
either way. 
Republicans have 'done more 
to further Bayh’s campaign 
than his own staff. They have a 
much 
m ore 
effective 
organization than Bayh, who is 
depending almost 'entirely on 
labor volunteers. Bayh’s public 
relations has been almost non­ 
existent, while hardly a day 
passes without a press con­ 
ference or news release from 
the Lugar forces. It may not 
make a difference. 
During 'the 1972 .gubernatorial 
cam paign, 
M atthew 
Welsh 
assembled one of the most ef­ 
fective public relations staff in 
political history. It was far 
superior to the efforts of the 
Bowen staff, where newsmen 
had to fight for current in­ 
formation. 
The lopsided results of the

Welsh. He is highly regarded by 
Republicans and D em ocrats 
alike.

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Venezuelan President Ponders 
Country’s Newfound Oil Wealth

I’PI Foreign News Analyst 
Venezuelan President Carlos 
Andres Perez is using his 
country's new oil wealth to 
improve the lot of urban and 
rural poor and pondering the 
effect the bonanza may have on 
Venezuela’s relations with the 
United States. 
Whatever the future of those 
relations is to be. Perez at the 
moment has the full support of 
Venezuelan political parties and 
labor groups which reacted 
with 
resentm ent 
against 
speeches by President Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger demanding a lower­ 
ing of oil prices. 
Venezuela is the world’s third 
largest exporter of oil after 
Saudi Arabia and Iran and is a 
founder of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 
Perez is a strong supporter of 
the increased oil prices and in 
an open letter admonished the 
American presdient against 
threats, and said dialogue 
should take the place of 
confrontation. 
The Venezuelans are sensitive 
to the fact they never received 
thanks from the United States 
that Venezuela continued to 
fulfill its oil commitments to 
the U.S. during the embargo 
imposed by the Arab states, its 
fellow members in the OPEC. 
Venezuela by the end of 1975 
is expected to collect $20 billion 
in oil earnings 


The enormous sum gives 
Perez both an opportunity and 
a problem. 
The problem is how to invest 
it without setting off runaway 
inflation. 
The opportunity is the means 
to carry out his campaign 
promise to relieve the lot of the 
poor whose lot is glaringly 
visible amid the wealth of 
Caracas, the country’s capital. 
Foreign imports ranging from 
Cadillacs to Dutch butter, all 
selling at outrageous prices, 
are plentiful in Caracas. But 
visible from smart shops and 
new hotels also are the 
“ranchos,” the huts of the poor 
creeping precariously cheek by 
jowl up the surrounding hill­ 
sides. 
Declared Perez in his March 
12 inaugural speech: 
“An essential plank of my 
government’s action will be the 
fight against poverty . . . . 
“The Venezuelan state cannot 
look with indifference on the 
enrichment of a few with the 
wealth which belongs to a ll.... 
His government has ear­ 
marked millions, off dollars for 
development programs, with 
agriculture in the forefront. 
An ironic fact of the uneven 
Venezuelan economy is that 50 
years ago 75 per cent of the 
population lived on the land. 
Today, 75 per cent of the 
population is in the cities while 
thousands of acres of fertile 
land lie idle and the country 
imports 70 per cent of its food. 


Joint Tax Committee Completes 


Rockefeller Income Tax Aduit

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Joint 
Tax 
Committee has 
completed auditing Nelson A. 
Rockefeller’s income tax re­ 
turns for six years and turned 
its final report over to the two 
committees investigating his 
nomination as vice president. 
The confidential report was 
prepared by more than 40 
auditors who have pored over 
Rockefeller’s financial records 
for the past six weeks. 
Peter W. Rodino. D-N.J., 
chairman of the House Judici­ 
ary Committee, cut short a 
campaign trip today to fly to 
Washington to read the report. 
A number of congressmen 
have speculated the audit could 
raise 
major 
problems 
for 
Rockefeller. Others said the 
major problem was resolved 
when Rockefeller announced 
last week he had settled the 
last five years of his taxes with 
the IRS and agreed to pay an 
additional $1 million. Some 
deductions claimed for business 
expenses and gifts were not 
allowed 
"That should take care of 
five of the six years in the 
audit 
and except for some 
small discrepancies —probably 
most of the problem s,” one 
House Judiciary Committee 
source said. 
A request for an evaluation of 
Rockefeller's net worth could 
provide some problems, the 
source said He expressed the 
belief that some items in the 
net worth statement filed by 


Rockefeller were undervalued, 
and would be increased by the 
Joint Committee audit. 
Rockefeller told the Senate 
Rules Committee that he and 
his immediate family had $218 
million, most of it in trusts. 
The auditors reportedly 
looked closely at the holdings 
Rockefeller has in common 
with his brothers and sister, 
particularly Rockefeller Center 
in New York City. 
The six-year audit also covers 
the nearly $2 million in cash 
gifts Rockefeller 
gave 
to 
trusted associates. Rockefeller 
has said he paid the required 
gift taxes 
The former governor will be 
questioned thoroughly on the 
audit, the gifts and other 
m atters when the two commit­ 
tees reopen 
confirm ation 
hearijigs. Cannon has said he 
hopes the Senate can vote on 
Rockefeller in late November 
or early December. Rodino said 
he would not even schedule 
hearings until he receives a 
report on Rockefeller from a 
Judiciary subcommittee at the 
end of the month.

CHARLOTTE, N.C. (UPI) - 
Four student leaders from 
Boston, where racial strife has 
plagued schools for weeks, 
observed integrated Charlotte 
schools first-hand Tuesday and 
were told that racial problems 
“just take tim e” to solve. 
“ I think blacks and whites 
have learned to live together,” 
said Gordon Cureton, chairman 
of the Charlotte Student Coor­ 
dinating Council. “It just takes 
time.” 
The visiting Bostonians, Dana 
Gonsal, Bob Messina, Linda 
Lawrence and Barbara Steer, 
were in towm to observe de­ 
segregated Charlotte schools 


this week. The four are 
members 
of 
the 
bi-racial 
committee at Hyde Parke High 
School, a trouble spot in the 
court-ordered integration plan 
that began Sept. 12. 
The Charlotte students asked 
the Bostonians to explain why 
trouble erupted in recent w eeks 
under a court-ordered desegre­ 
gation plan in the northern city. 
“People are not willing to 
listen to each other,” said 
Gonsal, chairman of the bi- 
racial committee. “They want 
to close their minds.” 
Gonsal said the violence in 
Boston has been the work of 
two per cent of the students 
who were leading others. He 


said most students are basical­ 
ly agreeable to giving integra­ 
tion a chance to work. 
“About two per cent—one per 
cent white and one per cent 
black-lead out into the streets 
and influence the other 98 per 
cent,” said Gonsal, a black. 
“What we’re trying to learn is 
how do you deal with the two 
per cent.” 
Dean Freeman, a high school 
student who serves on the 
Charlotte Coordinating Council, 
said parents have been respon­ 
sible for some- problems as­ 
soc ia ted w i th desegrega t ion 
here. 
“The main problem we do 
have is due to parents causing 
their children to rebel,” said 
Freeman, a white student. 
Dwight Covington, a member 
of the council from Harding 
High School, told the Boston

have trouble this year. 
E x a m p l e :

McGovern was supposed to be 
in deep trouble in South Dakota 
for “forsaking” the state and 
running for president in 1972. 
On top of that, he was going to 
have Republican opposition in 
the form of a war hero—former 
POW Leo Thorsness. But as the 
c a m p a i g n got underway, 
McGovern appeared to have 
lost less of his old time appeal 
in South Dakota, 'than had been 
reported and, Thorsness turned 


out to be less of a political 
fireball than expected.

Birch Bayh 
approached

and a lot of assessments of the 
race had Bayh no better than 
even.

Similar reports have been 
coming in from other states:

When called to the phone to 
answer the question, “What do 
you do this time of y e a r?” Don 
Berkemeier, owner of Arlington 
Farm Supply was quick to say, 
“We are mixing wheat with 
fertilizer for fall sowing.”

Fancy Stitch 


Adds Beauty, 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
It’s a fashion detail revised 
from yesteryear. And you can 
add it to your homemade 
clothing—or find it m achine 
made on ready-to-wear apparel. 
But whether machine or hand 
done, fagoting can add beauty 
to your blouses and dresses, 
says Billie Chambers, Exten­ 
sion 
clothing 
and 
textiles 
specialist at Purdue University. 
“ The decorative fagoting 
stitch joins two finished fabric 
edges,” 
Mrs. 
Chambers ex- 
“Seams joined by fagoting don’t 
m eet. R ather, the stitches 
bridge the space between tbt 
seams, creating an open ef­ 
fect.” 
Sometimes sleeve or hem 
bands of contrasting color are 
joined with a fagoting stitch. 
“Usually, 
fagoting stitches 
are straight or diagonal and are 
done with a heavy thread such 
as buttonhole twist or em­ 
broidery floss,” the specialist 
says. 
To add this decorative detail 
to your garments, finish the 
edges 
to 
be 
joined, 
Mrs. 
Chambers suggests. Then baste 
the pieces to stiff paper, right 
side up. 
Then, leaving a space be­ 
tween the edges equal to the 
desired width of the fagoting, 
begin stitching by hand. 
“For diagonal fagoting work 
from the left to the right. Insert 
the needle perpendicularly into 
the fabric edge with the thread 
to the right of the needle as you 
would in the catch stitch. Each 
stitch must be made in the same 
way,” Mrs. Chambers says. 
Work from right to left for the 
straight fagoting. Make straight 
stitches, pulling each stitch taut 
and twisting the needle around 
this thread about three times to 
make a bar of twisted thread. 
The 
clothing 
specialist 
suggests that you consult a book 
on embroidery stitches before 
you try fagoting for the first 
time. “Illustrations will help 
you understa nd the process,” 
she notes. 
Or, if handwork doesn’t ap­ 
peal to you, try simulating the 
fagoting stitch with your sewing 
machine. Mrs. Chambers says 
you can do so by sewing with 
very lose, long stitches. 
“When the seam is com­ 
plete,” she says, “pull the edges 
apart and press. The seam will 
resemble fagoting.”

On The Farm Front

Americans may have to cut 
back on fertilizer use on home 
lawns, golf courses and even 
cemeteries if they want to do 
their share in warding off world 
hunger over the next few years, 
a leading food economist says. 
Fertilizer shortages, Lester 
R. 
Brown said at a 
news 
conference Tuesday, have been 
one of the factors contributing, 
especially in the developing 
world, to reduced 1974 crops 
and the possibility of wide­ 
spread malnutrition. 


Brown said new 
fertilizer 
plants 
now 
being 
built 
or 
planned will take several years 
to get into operation. Until the 
supply crunch is eased, he said, 
“we might have to economize 
on less important uses like 
lawns, golf courses and ceme­ 
teries.” 


Conservation of fertilizer used 
in those areas could be far 
more than a token contribution 
to stepping up food supplies, 
Brown insisted. He said Ameri­ 
cans use as much fertilizer on 
nonagricultural land as India 
has available for its crops. 


Brown, a senior fellow of the 
Overseas Development Council, 
said he believes cutbacks in 
nonagricultural fertilizer use to 


conserve 
supplies 
for 
food 
production 
can 
probably 
be 
achieved voluntarily. 
He refused to reject the idea 
of some sort of mandatory 
restrictions, but he said they 
would probably not be needed if 
national figures provide “strong 
leadership” for conservation. 
Erik P. Eckholm, another 
Overseas Development Council 
spokesman who collaborated 
with Brown in a new book on 
the world food problem, said 
their proposal for cutting down 
or suspending nonfood uses of 
fertilizer did not mean grass 
would 
disappear 
from 
golf 
courses, cemeteries and subur­ 
ban lawns. 
“ It 
will 
just 
be 
a 
little 
browner, that’s all,” Eckholm 
said. 
The economists’ comments 
came 
shortly 
after 
Joseph 
Sullivan of Chicago, president 
of a major fertilizer firm and 
head 
of 
an 
industry 
trade 
association, the Fertilizer In­ 
stitute, said his company would 
lead an effort next year to 
divert 
fertilizer 
sales 
from 
home lawns to home vegetable 
gardens and farms. 
Sullivan said all Americans

gardens.”

FTC Takes The Mystery Out 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Ever look for the name of a 
clothing manufacturer on an 
apparel label only to find a 
number there? The experience 
can be exasperating—o r at least 
inconvenient—to consum ers 
who do comparion shopping. 
“ Confidential 
registered 
identification num bers have 
been used for years for con­ 
venience and utility as well as 
for reasons of secrecy,” says 
Jean 
Goodrick, 
extension 
clothing and textiles specialist 
at Purdue University. 
But there’s good news for 
consumers who want to know 
who the manufacturer behind 
the secret identification number 
is. After October 17, the FTC has 
devulged this information to 
anyone who asks for it. 
“ After this date, identification 
numbers 
will no longer be 
confidential,” Dr. Goodrick 
explanis. “Manufacturers will 
still be able to use numbers 
instead of names but only if they 
are willing to let FTC identify 
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their names to consumers.” 
If the manufacturer doesn’t 
want 
to 
m ake 
his 
nam e 
available, he must stop using 
the number, she adds. In this 
case, the manufacturer must 
substitute another 
identity 
elsew here in the chain of 
distribution.” 
FTC 
C hairm an 
Lewis 
Engman has voiced a preferece 
for abolishing the num ber 
system entirely, Dr. Goodrick 
says. If the num ber Iden­ 
tification 
system 
were 
elim inated, 
m anufacturers 
would no longer be able to'use 
this 
m eans 
of 
avoiding 
disclosure of their names on 
labels. 
However, 
the 
specialist 
continues, the FTC recognizes 
that total elimination would 
disrupt tthe current labeling 
practices, designed for con­ 
venience and utility as well as 
secrecy. Therefore, the FTC 
has decided to retain the 
number system—but 
without 
the confidentiality feature. 
Consumers seeking the name 
of manufacturers who use an 
identification number on their 
label should contact the FTC 
After October 17, you may find 
out the identity of a registered 
identification 
num ber 
by 
writing or calling the Division of 
Special Statutes, Federal Trade 
Commission, Washington, D. C. 
The telephone number is (202)

962-0542. 
Charges for long distance calls 
must be paid by the caller.

TINY CAPSULE DOES BIG THINGS

“Microencapsulation”--it’s 
a big word that stands for a 
tiny thing. It is the process 
by 
which 
chemicals

packaged in a capsule of pin­ 
head size or smaller. As a 
result, toxic or short-lived 
chemicals release their con­ 
tents in controlled quanti­ 
ties over a period of time. 
This process is now being 
used in the field of chemical 
pesticides. Pennwalt Corpo­ 
ration has announced that 
the Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency has approved 
labeling of its Penncap-M 
microencapsulated product 
for use on cotton, alfalfa 
and sweet corn.

gories -- clairvoyance, direct 
passing of inform ation from 
matter 
to 
mind; psycho­ 
kinesis, 
mind over matter; 
and precognition, direct o b ­ 
taining of inform ation about 
the future. 
Investigations both in this 
country and in Russia, para­ 
psychology speakers told the 
IEEE audience, have con­ 
vinced most researchers that 
one or all the forms of ESP 
exist.The Russians have con­ 
ducted experiments with a 
woman who can move an 
object without touching it.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Trick-or-treat can easily turn 
into trouble-or-tragedy unless 
parents take some safety 
precautions. And one of the 
most important is providing 
s a f e - t o - w e a r 
Ha l lo we en 
costumes for little ghosts and 
goblins. 
Billie Chambers, Extension 
clothing and textiles specialist 
at Purdue University, offers 
several suggestions to make 
Halloween costumes as safe as 
they are spooky. 
“Be sure costumes are flame 
resistant or at least flame 
retardant,” Mrs. Chambers 
stresses. “Check the label of 
purchased costumes before you 
buy.” 
For made-at-home costumes 
use a home brewed solution that 
will 
make 
fabrics 
flame 
resistant. Mrs. Chambers says 
you 
can 
soak 
hom em ade 
costumes in a solution of 7 oz. of 
borax, 3 oz. boric acid, and 3 
quarts of hot water. Such 
chemicals are available at most 
drug stores. 
First dissolve the boric acid in 
a small quantity of water, 
making a paste. Add the paste 
and borax to water and stir until 
the solution is clear. If it clouds 
or gels, warm, the solution. 
“Apply the solution by dip­ 
ping, spraying, or sprinkling, 
and dry by any convenient 
means,” Mrs. Chambers says. 
“If the costume will need, to be 
ironed, dry it only to a damp-dry 
stage. 
Then 
iron 
without 
redampening.” 
However, the borax and boric 
acid solution is not effective on 
rayon or durable press fabrics. 
To safeguard these fabrics from 
flame, use a solution of 12 oz. 
diammonium phosphate and 2 
quarts water. Simple add the 
chemical to the water and stir 
until it is clear. 
“ These solutions are not 
durable. They must be reap­ 
plied after the garment is 
laundered or caught in. a. 
shower,” the specialist notes. 
Both solutions will keep

New 
several weeks ago ordered the 
juvenile section of the ancient 
Hamilton County Jail closed 
and said that youths charged 
with juvenile crimes would be 
released 
to 
their 
parents 
pending court appearances 
Juveniles charged with mur­ 
der oi other serious crimes 
were to be transferred to other 
jails pending trial under terms 
of New's order. 
New’s juvenile center order 
on Monday did not 
specify 
whether it should be part of a 
new 
jail. 
County 
officials 
currently are in the process of 
planning for construction of a 
new jail which would include 
juvenile facilities. 
Featherston 
first 
filed 
a 
motion Tuesday in New’s court 
to overturn Monday's orders. 
New immediately overruled the 
motion. Featherston then ap­ 
pealed to the supreme court. 
“I 
overrode 
the 
motion 
because 1 felt the orders were 
right,” New- said 
“This is a 
struggle for the life or death of 
the court. The commissioners 
and council control the purse 
strings of the county.” 
New contended the judge has 
the sole authority over his 
court, 
including salary pay 
dates and working assignments. 
When he jailed the commis­ 
sioners temporarily, he raised 
the same point. New’ ordered

Metal Detectors On Loan From 


Airlines Check Boston Students 


BOSTON (UPI) - Hundreds 
of students at two racially 
troubled Boston schools filed 
through metal detectors on loan 
from two airlines Tuesday in 
attempts to keep weapons out 
of the schools. Police found 
eight knives discarded on the 
school lawns. 
However, no knives were 
found on students inside the 
schools and authorities said 
that for the first time since 
school started Sept. 12 under a 
busing desegregation plan, no 
school-related injuries or ar­ 
rests were reported. 
School Department spokes­ 
man Ron Johnson said it was 
‘‘a very good day.” 


City wide attendance Tuesday 
increased by one per cent over 
the previous day to 76.7 per 
cent. The federal desegregation 
plan ordered, by U.S. District 
Court requires the busing of 
18,235 students. 


Officials said 
they 
would 
continue to use metal detectors 
today at Hyde Park and South 
Boston 
High 
Schools. 
Both 
schools have been plagued by 
racial violence in recent weeks. 


Hyde Park Headmaster John 
Best said detectors were placed 
at one of two doorways to his 
school Tuesday and students 
entering were “spot checked.” 
No weapons were found on 
students, but six jacknives were 
found on the front lawn, he 
said. 


At South Boston High. Head­ 
master William J. Reid said all 
students 
were 
checked 
fori 
weapons. He said none were 
found to have weapons in their' 
possession, but state police 
found two knives in front of the 
school. 
Reid said the weapons ‘'‘had 


obviously been discarded in a 
hurry.” 
Johnson 
said 
five 
metal 


detectors on loan to 'the city 
from 
Eastern 
and 
United 
Airlines were available for use 
and two more were en route 
from United, and an Oregon 
manufacturer. He declined to 
say where, in addition to Hyde 
Park and South Boston, the 
devices would be1 used.

zation teams” that have been 
assigned to racially troubled 
schools since classes began.
